Labor  Commission  Investigates 
Complaints  Against  McDonald’s 

losing  their  jobs.

Friday,  January  26,  a  Labor 
Commission  hearing  was  held  at 
the  State  building  in  order  to  inves¬ 
tigate  charges  that  the  Ocean 
Avenue  McDonald’s  restaurant  en¬ 
gaged  in  a  practice  of  withholding 
tips  from  employees  and  forced 
them  to  take  polygraph  (lie  detec¬ 
tor)  tests. 

Several  OMI  residents,  past  and 
present  employees  of  McDonald’s, 
had  filed  complaint.  The  Culinary 
Union,  concerned  with  organizing 
the  drive-in  into  a  union  shop, 
provided  legal  counsel. 

The  basic  issues  before  commis¬ 
sioner  Bryon  P.  Seale  were  whether 
or  not  the  company  had  illegally 
withheld  tips  and  had  included 
them  in  the  company’s  receipts; 
and  whether  or  not  the  employees 
had  been  coerced  into  taking  the  lie- 
detector  tests.  State  law  allows 
employees  to  take  polygraph  tests 
only  if  they  do  so  voluntarily  and 
not  because  they  are  fearful  of

The  question  of  tips  was  rather 
quickly  resolved.  By  way  of  a  series 
of  stipulations  made  by  both  attor¬ 
neys,  the  facts  showed  that  up  until 
a  few  months  ago,  the  company  had 
illegally  taken  tips  and  included 
them  in  their  profits.  Disagreement 
arose  as  to  whether  a  new  policy  of 
having  employees  put  their  tips  into 
a  “mustard”  jar  supposedly  for 
employee  functions,  was  also 
illegal. 

The  employees  and  former  em¬ 
ployees,  including  Samuel  Craig, 
Ronald  Weaver,  June  Provost,  and 
Juan  Humes,  testified  under  oath, 
that  they  had  either  not  signed  the 
mandatory,  voluntary  permission 
slips  before  taking  the  polygraph 
test  or  did  so  because  they  believed 
it  necessary  in  order  to  preserve 
their  employment.  One  witness, 
June  Provost,  testified  that  at  the 
time  she  took  her  first  test,  she  was 
15  years  old  and  her  parents  had  not 
given  their  written  consent. 

After  hours  of  testimony,  in¬ 
cluding  the  present  manager  of  the 
Ocean  Avenue  store  and  an  em¬ 
ployee  of  the  Central  Bureau  of

Stanford  University  and  Foothill 
Junior  College  are  jointly  sponsor¬ 
ing  a  program  to  train  persons  to 
become  Physician’s  Assistants.

Center. 

The  concept  of  “Physician’s 
Assistants"  is  nationwide.  The  star¬ 
ting  salary  is  $10,000  to  $12,000  a 
year.

FIND  A  POT  AND  FILL  IT

The  economic  situation  doesn’t 
appear  to  be  improving  and  it’s 
becoming  even  more  difficult  to 
come  up  with  good,  inexpensive 
meals  that  are  tasty  and  attractive. 

Pasta  is  the  main  staple  of  Italy  and 
has  gained  almost  universal  delight 
and  acceptance  in  the  U.S.;  every¬ 
body  likes  it  and  it’s  relatively 
inexpensive.  If  you’re  entertaining 
or  just  looking  for  a  simple  meal  to 
break  the  monotony  of  these  dreary 
rainy  days,  spaghetti  with  a  hearty 
sauce  is  just  the  answer.  A  good 
brusk  Italian  red  wine,  hot  french 
bread,  a  good  green  salad  and 
everyone  is  pleased.  Try  and  find 
some  colorful  trim  for  the  table  to 
set  the  proper  mood  to  compliment 
this  simple,  hearty  meal,  such  as 
dried  flowers,  straw  place  mats, 
bright  paper  napkins,  etc.  The 
sauces  which  can  be  used  are 
varied  and  interesting  —  anchovies, 
clam,  mushroom,  basil  and  garlic, 
chicken  livers,  etc . so  you  are 

base  .  only  your  imagination.  Here  is  a  minor  variation 

standard  that  might  be  of  interest. 

1 3  cup  olive  oil 
I  cup  sliced  onion 

1  cup  chopped  green  pepper 

2  cloves  garlic 

1  lb.  ground  beef 

:li  lb.  chopped  pepperoni 

5  cups  canned  tomatoes 

1  -  6  oz.  can  tomato  paste 
:i  tsp.  salt 

2  tsp.  sugar 

tsp.  pepper 

21  tsp.  Italian  Seasoning 
l<3  lb.  spaghetti 

Grated  Parmesan  or  Romano  cheese 
Heat  oil  in  sauce  pan,  add  next  three  ingredients,  saute  until  onion  is 
golden.  Add  meats  and  cook  until  beef  is  no  longer  red.  Stir  in  next  6 
ingredients  and  simmer  two  hours.  Cook  spaghetti  as  directed  on  package, 
drain,  cover  with  sauce  and  sprinkle  with  cheese.  Yields  about  12  servings.

This  year  somehow  takes  on  the 
appearance  of  ushering  in  a  new 
era  of  respect  and  reconciliation 
among  the  belligerent  nations  of  the 
world.  The  people  of  North  and 
South  Korea  seem  to  have  reached 
their  own  unique  plateau  of  camar- 
adarie.  Even  more  significant,  the 
United  States,  South  Viet  Nam, 
North  Viet  Nam  and  the  Viet  Cong 
have  realized  that  by  some  strange 
devices  of  providence,  each  is  now 
able  and  willing  to  accomodate 
some  of  the  views  and  ideas  of  the 
other. 

There  remains,  however,  areas 
on  the  body  of  the  earth  that 
continue  to  be  very  sore  and  cause 
tremendous  pain.  The  bruises  a- 
round  the  Middle  East  and  South 
Africa  are  not  healing  and  Northern 
Ireland  continues  to  suffer  with 
internal  bleeding. 

The  thrill  of  being  almost  well 
again  is  somewhat  subdued  in  the 
United  States. 

The  celebration  tone  for  the 
return  of  our  war  prisoners  has 
been  rather  quiet.  Nearly  all  of  the 
men  being  released  were  and  are, 
professional  soldiers.  There  are 
another  1,300  men  missing  in  action 
who  have  not  yet  been  accounted 
for.  Their  fate  is  still  unknown  and 
their  families  and  loved  ones  still 
wait.  More  than  45,000  men,  most  of 
whom  were  compelled  to  go  to  Viet 
Nam  against  their  will,  returned  to 
their  families  in  coffins. 

Perhaps  the  reluctance  to  rejoice 
out  loud  is  because  we  have  yet  to 
ascertain  who  were,  in  reality,  the 
prisoners  of  war.

Election  By  Districts 
Proposed  For  Board  Of  Supervisors 

By  Citizens  for  Representative  Government 
Citizens  for  Representative  Government,  a  non-partisan  alliance  of 
San  Franciscans  from  all  the  City’s  neighborhoods,  is  proposing  a  charter 
amendment  to  elect  the  Board  of  Supervisors  from  11  representative 
neighborhood  districts.  The  11  districts  are  equal  in  population  to  conform 
to  the  “one  man,  one  vote”  principal,  and  follow  natural  boundaries 
reflecting  existing  common  interest  neighborhoods.  Candidates  must 
reside  in  the  District  in  which  they  run  for  office,  A  majority  of  our  present 
Board  reside  in  two  small  high  income  neighborhoods. 

The  plan  would  bring  decision  making  power  back  to  the  people  who 
reside  in  the  City.  In  the  last  three  Supervisoral  elections,  the  highest  vote 
getters  have  been  the  highest  spenders.  Thus,  Supervisors  become 
responsive  only  to  well  organized,  monied  pressure  groups.  The  plan  would 
cut  costs  drastically,  so  that  working  men  and  the  poor  could  run  for  office. 

District  Supervisors  would  be  concerned  with  City  wide  issues  but 
would  insure  that  the  concerns  of  every  element  in  the  City  were  weighed 
before  legislation  was  passed.

Culinary  Union’s 
Position  On  McDonald’s

Joe  Belardi,  head  of  the  S.F.  Culinary  Unions,  commented  recently  on 
the  Union’s  concerns  in  respect  to  McDonald’s,  Ocean  Avenue.  He  stated 
that  the  Union’s  position  is  not  so  much  anti-McDonald’s  as  proMcDonald’s 
employees,  and  cited  the  Union’s  role  in  assisting  McDonald’s  employees 
in  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  State  Labor  Commissioner  McDonald’s 
unfair  practices  of  requiring  employees  to  submit  to  lie  detector  tests  and 
taking  away  their  tips.  The  State  Labor  Commissioner  ruled  February  1, 
that  McDonald’s  was  in  violation  of  State  Laws  for  forcing  lie  detector  tests 
on  its  employees  and  for  making  employees  ring  up  any  tips  they  received 
as  cash  sales. 

When  asked  what  the  Union’s  motivation  was  in  helping  non-union 
employees,  Belardi  said,  'The  vast  majority  of  S.F.  culinary  workers, 
(over  25,000)  enjoy  fair  wages  and  good  working  conditions.  Minimum 
wage  employers  like  McDonald’s  pay  sub-standard  wages  under 
sub-standard  conditions. 

“This  unusually  low  labor  cost  alone  means  that  McDonald’s,  at  the 
expense  of  its  employees,  can  charge  less  for  its  hamburgers  while  reaping 
higher  profits  in  an  economic  disease  called  unfair  competition.  Unfair 
competition  is  an  infection  that,  if  unchecked,  threatens  the  economic 
health  of  the  entire  S.F.  culinary  industry  —  employer  and  employee  alike 
It  is  our  responsibility  to  our  25,000  members  to  resist  and  correct  this

Dialogue 

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

With  the  passage  of  Proposition  4  last  November,  operation  of  the  State 
Legislature  will  change  considerably. 

These  are  the  tentative  proposals: 

(1)  The  1973-74  first  biennial  session  convened  January  8  and  will 
adjourn  November  30,  1974.  Two  days  later  the  1975-76  session  will  open. 

(2)  No  bill  can  come  up  for  a  committee  vote  until  it  has  been  formally 
scheduled  for  at  least  six  days. 

(3)  A  bill  may  be  introduced  at  any  time  during  the  session.  Those 
which  pass  their  house  of  origin  by  January  30  of  even-numbered  years  will 
remain  in  the  other  house. 

(4)  Bills  failing  to  clear  their  house  of  origin  by  January  30  of 
even-numbered  years  are  dead  for  the  remainder  of  that  session. 

( 5)  With  the  exception  of  urgency  measures,  bills  enacted  by  October  2 
of  odd-numbered  years  take  effect  the  next  January  1.  Bills  passed  later 
would  not  become  law  until  the  second  following  January  1. 

(6)  To  further  encourage  first-year  action,  there  are  deadlines  for 
committee  action  on  house  of  origin  bills  —  June  15  for  policy  committees 
and  August  15  for  appropriation  committees.

Percy  Corke,  staff  photographer 
for  the  OMI  News,  looks  on  the 
world  with  a  camera’s  eye.  The 
people  and  scenes  of  Korea  and 
Japan  and  the  arts  and  industry  of 
Japan  which  caught  his  lively 
interest  while  in  the  Orient  with  the 
Marine  Corps  are  still  vivid  in  his 
mind.  Though  he  has  shown  the 
land  and  seascapes,  buildings  and 
bridges  which  are  his  camera’s 
current  focus  only  in  connection 
with  a  course  he  took  at  Lone 
Mountain  College,  we  can  expect  to 
see  more  from  this  man,  who  is 
always  learning.

Investigation,  (the  company  which 
administers  the  polygraph  tests  for 
McDonald’s),  the  Labor  Commis¬ 
sioner  decided  that  he  would  ask  for 
voluntary  compliance  with  an  order 
that  either  signs  be  posted  asking 
customers  not  to  tip,  or  describing 
what  happens  to  the  tip  money,  or  to 
merely  allow  the  employees  to  keep 
the  tip  money,  which  really  does  not 
amount  to  much  anyway. 

On  the  polygraph  issue,  he  held 
judgment  until  McDonald’s  pro¬ 
duced  documents  which,  employees 
testified,  had  been  posted  on  bul¬ 
letin  boards  and  made  mandatory 
the  taking  of  the  lie-detector  tests. 

Early  the  next  week,  the  docu¬ 
ments  were  produced  and  the 
commissioner  ruled  that  employ¬ 
ees’  rights  had  been  violated  and 
the  corporation  could  no  longer 
administer  the  tests.  Compliance  is 
being  requested  by  voluntary  ac¬ 
tion,  but  if  McDonald’s  retains  the 
use  of  lie-detector  tests  as  a  part  of 
their  security  measures,  they  will 
have  to  answer  in  court.

fection  whenever  it  occurs  and 
also  to  come  to  the  aid  of  those, 
like  the  employees  of  Ocean  Avenue 
McDonald’s,  that  suffer  directly  the 
effects  of  this  economic  disease.” 

Belardi  stated  that  ^future  de¬ 
velopments  lie  with  the  wishes  and 
will  of  the  Community,  including 
the  McDonald’s  employees:  “The 
fact  of  the  matter  is  that  while  the 
tip  and  lie  detector  issues  may  be 
corrected,  McDonald’s  is  still  pay¬ 
ing  the  lowest  legal  wage  for  many 
of  its  employees  with  no  standard 
benefits  such  as  health  and  dental 
plans  and  is  still  able  to  unjustly 
discharge  an  employee  with  no 
regard  for  normal  grievance  pro¬ 
cedures.

A  minority  candidate  has 
never  been  elected  to  the  Board 
without  first  having  been  appointed. 

The  trend  towards  one  man, 
mayoral  government  would  be 
reversed  by  the  renewed  interest 
and  strength  supervisors  would 
have  in  their  Districts.  All  other 
Boards  of  Supervisors  in  the  state 
are  elected  by  districts... as  are 
Assemblymen  and  Congressmen. 

In  the  November  election,  San 
Franciscans  voted  two  to  one  for 
change  in  the  way  Supervisors  are 
elected.  Yet,  the  Board  refuses  to 
take  action  on  that  policy  mandate. 
CRG  is  thus  circulating  a  petition  in 
an  effort  to  force  a  special  election 
to  give  the  voters  a  clear  choice. 
37,000 signatures  are  needed;  13,000 
have  already  been  gathered.  The 
special  election  would  be  held  in 
June,  and  if  the  District  plan 
passes,  all  11  Supervisors  would  run 
from  Districts  this  November.
